Jhe purpose of the meeting was to debrief ABKILO/2 
on his activities during the past month.

ZABINS is the father by his first wife of Laijaonie ^ABIWS> a garage 
mechanic , residing in Washington^ B. C. It is A£KIL0/2's ppixilon that 
the British Intelligence Service may well have had a hand in the 
repatriation l.e* to have encouraged it as a m e ans to get a man on the 
Inside. A£KIL0/2 believes that 21/lBIITS is no dumoy and not apt to 
succumb readily to Soviet propaganda. (See Attachment F> not translated) 

3* ASKILO/2 stated that he vill be on vacation 2? June-29 June inclusive.
